J. A. CAMPBELL, secretary of the Edmon- 
ton Creamery Co., has received a letter 
from McMillan & Hamilton, of Vancouver, 
B. C., to whom the last shipment of cream- 
ery butter was consigned. They say the 
market is weak and prices low and mention 
that creamery butter is quoted at 13%c. at 
some Manitoba points. They suggest that 
some of the butter be put up in pound 
blocks, as is done by the Red Deer creamery 
for which they think they could get better 
prices than for tub butter at present. 

The Northwest Territories Gazette of 
Aug. Ist. which arrived on Monday’s train, 
contains the following announcement: 
*« And whereas it is desirable that the hold- 
ing of the first Territorial exhibition should 
be observed by all schools in the Territories. 
Now know ye that, under the authority 
vested in us as aforesaid, we do hereby ap- 
point Friday the second day of August next 
as a holiday, to be observed by all schools 
throughout the Territories as Exhibition 
Day.” This certainly does beat the band. 

Regina Standard: The big ring event at 
exhibition park this morning was the quart- 
er-mile foot race between Moosewa and 
Allan. No event since the opening of the 
‘fair attracted greater interest, if the amount 
of money wagered is a criterion; and it is 
probable that the crowd in the grand stand 
this morning was drawn largely by the foot 
race. About $6,000 worth of pools were 
sold on the result,and there were in addition 
many side bets. The race was close, Allen 
winning by about two feet in 51} seconds. 
As a matter of fact Moosewa ran faster. 
He got left fully five feet on the start, and 
having the outside course he ran further in 
rounding the turn. 


JupGMENT was received by last mail in 
the case of McPhee et al. vs Hutton, which 
was dealt with at last court. The action 
was to recover the price of a certain amount 
of foundation stone delivered by plaintiff as 
agent for the mortgagee to defendant. De- 
fendant disputed the amount of stone, which 
was not built into a wall and was therefore 
difficult to measure. The judge accepted 
the evidence of the plaintiff as to the 
amount of the stone, and that the 
mortgagee had given him full power to sell. 
Judgment for plaintiff for amount claimed 
and costs. C. M. Woodworth for plaintiff, 
P. L. McNamara for defendant. 


Joux Peters and Thos. Bender who 
arrived from Nebraska on Monday’s train 
of last week for the purpose of spying out 
the land, returned home on Tuesday’s train 
well satisfied with what they had seen, and 
intending to return in the fall. They are 
Germans and have been settled in Nebras- 
ka for two or three years. They find the 
country there is not up to their expectations 
and they, with a large number of others 
who settled with them in Nebraska from 
Europe, were desirous of removing to some 
better region. They visited Beaver hills, 
Egg lake and Stony Plain. They are ac- 
quainted with some of the German settlers 
on Stony Plain, and were much struck by 
the progress the people here had made. The 
settlers in Nebraska whom they represent 
are fairly well off—and they believe that on 
their representations enough will remove to 
Edmonton to settle a whole township. 
Their choice will be Stony Plain or Egg 
lake south east of Victoria. 


Tue Edmonton creamery has been leased 
from the end of the present week for the re- 
mainder of the season, that is until October 
Ist, to the butter maker, T. C. Makinson, 
who will haul the cream and make the butter 
on alternate days. This arrangement has 
been rendered necessary from the fact that 
the supply of cream was not sufficient to pay 
expenses and was not likely to increase from 
this time forward. The low export price of 
butter has a good deal to do with the de- 
crease in the supply of milk. First class 
dairy butter has been sold in town to cus- 
tomers at lic. to 20c., while patrons of the 
creamery were only getting 10c. clear of ex- 
penses of making. Therefore patrons of the 
creamery figure that they are losing from 
five to ten cents a pound on their butter. 
On the other tod y if all patrons of the 
creamery made their butter at home the 
larger amount that would be offered on the 
home market would break the price down 
completely ; or if the output of the cream- 
erp were put on the local market the result 
would be the same. The creamery making 
butter for export is the only reason why the 
local market has kept up to its present 
fiures. Bat this is acase in which all 
benefit by the enterprise of a few and the 
few are getting tired. The case as it stands 
may be put this way. More butter is or 
should made in the Edmonton 
district than the local market will 
use up. As long as it is made in the home 
dairy it cannot be exported, and until there 
is an export outlet, the home market will 
be glutted and the price will be low and un- 
certain. Creamery butter can be exported 
and the successful working of a creamery 
here means an outlet for such a proportion 
of the total butter making capacity of the 
district that all good butter will find a 
market anda price either export or local. 
But in order that a creamery may be run it 
must be patronized and if each farmer thinks 
he can do better by making his butter at 
home, then the creamery must close down, 
the home market will be glutted and neither 
he nor his neighbors will get sale for their 


butter.

They had done nothing owing to high water 
and were going back as soon as the water 
was low enough. 

THE annual summer treat for the All 
Saints Sunday school will be held Saturday 
at 2 p.m. on the church grounds. Friends 
of the children and members of, the congre- 
gation are invited to be present. 

Essery & ALLeN, South Edmonton, re- 
ceived a carload of horses on last Thurs- 
day’s train from the Walrond Ranche Co. 
They are heavy draught and general purpose 
horses and are very suitable for farm work. 

BaRLey cutting is well under way in most 
sections of this district, but the weather for 
the past week has been generally unfavor- 
able for haying or harvesting, as it has been 
showery. On Monday and Tuesday nights 
light frosts were reported from some locali- 
ties, marking but not cutting the potatoe 
tops, and therefore not likely to injure 
wheat. Wheat cutting will commence next 
week, and is an excellent crop. Oats, which 
are the principal crop of the district, are 
lighter than last year, but will be a fair 
crop. 

N. Baw tr, grain dealer of Winnipeg, ar- 
rived on Monday’s train from Banff on a holi- 
day trip to Edmonton, accompanied by Mrs. 
Bawlf and children. Mr. Bawlf buys grain 
extensively in Manitoba and owns a number 
of elevators. It is not his present intention 
however to include Edmonton in his opera- 
tions. The crops at Edmonton he considers 
very good. As to the quality of Edmonton 
wheat, he said that a sample he had seen of 
last season’s growth would command within 
a cent a bushel of the highest market price 
of the best Manitoba wheat. Mv. and Mrs. 
Bawlf leave to-morrow for Winnipeg. 


A. Cocuias arrived on Wednesday from 
the Athabasca on horseback. He started 
on Tuesday morning and reached Riviere 
Qu Barre tne same night. On the way in 
he met one team with five and another with 
six miners on their way out. All travellers 
now take the road cut by him from the 
Pembina to the Athabasca, as it makes the 
trip much easier and is fairly passable. It 
does not go through any muskegs and the 
creeks on it are bridged. It strikes the 
Athabasca about five miles below Fort 
Assiniboine. Mr. Coghlan is having a store 
built at the Athabasca and will keep a 
trading post there. It is impossible to state 
accurately the number of men now on the 
Athabasca as they are moving about pros- 
pecting and waiting for the water to fall, 
but there must be well over a hundred. 
Good prospects are found but the water is 
still too deep to work. W. Alexander and 
P. Reilly prospected up the Athabasca and 
about fifty miles up the McLeod, and return- 
ed to Fort Assiniboine. Mr. Coghlan will 
return in a few days.

BY-LAW No. 103. 


—__— 


A By-Law to provide for the borrowing on the 
credit of the municipality at large, the sum of 
$403.65 forthe piyment of certain local improve- 
ments made in the year 1894. 

WHEREAS, under and in pursuance of the provis- 
ions of the Municipal Ordinance in that behalf, 
a petition (hereinafter referred to as Petition 
No. 1) duly signed, was presented to 
the Council of the Municipality of the 
Town of Edmonton asking that that portion of 
Jasper Avenue lying between Second Street and 
Third Street on the Hudson’s Bay Company’s 
Reserve, Edmonton, should be graded, and the cost 
thereof be paid by special frontage assessment 
upon the lands fronting on the portion of Jasper 
Avenue whereon the improyement was proposed to 
be made ; 

AND WHEREAS, under and in pursuance of the 
provisions of the Municipal Ordinance in that be- 
half, a petition (hereinafter referred to as Petition 
No. 2} duly signed, was presented to the Council of 
the said Municipality, asking that a plank sidewalk 
be constructed on the south side of Jasper Avenue 
between First Street and Third Street on the 
Hudson’s Bay Company’s Reserve, Edmonton, and 
the cost thereof paid by special frontage 
assessment upon the lands fronting on the South 
tide of the portion of Jasper Avenue whereon the 
improvement was pro» $3¢ $) be ma e. 

AND WHEREAS the said improvements were 
made, and the expenditure necessary therefor was 
met by means of temporary loans or advances 
effected in pursuance of the Municipal Ordinance in 
that behalf. 


AND WHEREAS by and in pursuance of By-laws 
in that behalf of the said Municipality, it was ascer- 
tained and finally determined as follows: (a) That 
the probable life of the improvements made under 
each of the above mentioned petitions is ten years 
from the first day of January, 1895. (b) That the 
actual cost of each of the said improvements, in- 
eluding interest properly chargeable thereon, was as 
follows: Of that under Petition No. 1, $83.40 and of 
that under Petition No. 2, $320.25, making in all the 
sum of $403 65. (c) That the value of the land 
chargeable and charged with the special frontage 
rate in each case, (exclusive of all improvemeats 
thereon) was as follows: That comprised in Petition 
No. 1, $8,409.00 ; and that comprised in Petition No. 
2, 39,000.00, waking in all the sum of $17,400.00. 
(d) That no portion of the costs of any of the im- 
provements made under either of the said petitions 
is to be borne by the Municipality at large. (€) That 
the number of feet frontage assessable as aforesaid, 
comprised in Petition No. 1, is 636 feet, and the pro- 
portions in which the cost of the improyements 
made in pursuance of said Petition No.1 is to be 
borne is an equal and uniform portion per foot 
frontage of the entire cost of the improvement 
made in pursuaace of said Petition No.1; and that 
the number of fect frontage assessable as aforesaid 
comprised in Petition No. 2 is 635 feet, and the pro- 
portion in which the cost of the improvements made 
in pursuance of the said Petition No. 2 is to be 
borne, is an equal and uniform portion per foot 
frontage of the entire cost of the improvement 
made in pursu nce of said Petition No. 2; 

AND WHEREAS by and in pursuance of the said 
By-laws, the cost of the improvements was accord- 
ingly assessed by way of special frontage assessment 
upon the lands fronting on the strcet whereon the 
improvements were nade, the said cost to be levied 
by a special rate upon the said lands comprised in 
each petition respectively in such manner that there 
should be levied and collected in each year for the 
period ef ten years from and after the first day of 
January, 1895, at the same time and in the same 
manner as the general municipal taxes, such sums 
as should be sufficient in each case to cover the 
annual interest at the rate of six per cent. per 
annum upon the amount of the cost, and form an 
equal yearly sinking fund for the payment of the 
principal of the amount thereof, estimating the rate 
of interest on the investment of the sinking fund at 
five per cent. capitalized yearly. 

AND WHEREAS, for the purpose of repaying 
the said temporary advancs or loans and interest 
thereon it is necessary and expedient to borrow on 
the credit of the Municipality at large the said sum 
of $4°3,65 by the issue of debentures, the principal 
whereof shali be repayable on the 31st cay of De- 
cember, 1904, and whicn shall bear interest 
from the Ist day of January, 1895, payable half- 
yearly at the rate of six per cent. per annum. 

AND WHER@AS while the said debt is created on 
the credit of the s1id Municipality at large, the 
Municipality is to cullect the same only by way of 
special frontage aud as-e-sinents, 

AND WHEREAS it is expedient to provide for the 
re-payment of the said principal sum by the creation 
of an equal yearly sinking fund 


AND WIEREAS the total amount re juired to be 
raised by the special rate for the repayment of the 
said debt of $403.65 by means of a sinking fund as 
aforesaid, and the interest thereon as aforesaid is 
256.35, being composed of the sum of $11.70 in re- 
spect of the sum of $83.40, the cost of the improve- 
ments under Petition No. 1, and the sum of $44.65 in 
respect of the sum of $320.25,the cost of the improve- 
ments undir Petition No. 2. 


AND WHEREAS the annual special rate per foot 
frontage for the paying of interest and creating an 
equal yearly sinking fund, for the payment of the 
said sum of 211.70 is 1 85-100 cents per foot frontage 
of the land comprised in Petition No. 1, and the 
annual special rate for the paying of interest and 
cresting an equal yearly sinking fund for the pay- 
ment of the sum of $44.65, is 7 4-100 cents per foot 
frontage on the land comprised in Petition No. 2. 

THEREFORE, the Mayor and Council of the Muni- 
cipality of the Town of Edmonton in Council asserm- 
bled, enact as follows : 

1. That this by-law shall come into force on the 
day of the final passing thereof. 

2. The Mayor and Clerk of the Municipality may 
borrow on the credit of the Municipality at large, 
the sum of $403 65 and interest thereon at the rate of 
6 per cent per aunum from the first day of January 
1895, and for that purpose may issue one or more de- 
bentures of the Municipality at large,in sums of not 
less than $1C0 each, repayable on the 31st day of Decem- 
ber, 1904, bearing interest at the rate of 6 percent, per 
annum from the Ist day of January, 1595, payable 
half-yearly ; such Debentures to be payable at the 
office at Edmonton of the Treasurer of the Munici- 
pality, and to haye attached thereto, coupons for 
the payment of interest. 

3. For the purpose of paying the amount which 
shall be required tobe raised annually for the pay- 
ment of the said interest and creating the equal year- 
ly sinking fund to be set apart for the payment of 
the said principal sum of 2403.65, there shall be levied 
at the same time asthe general Municipal Taxes in 
each year, during the period of ten years from and 
after the first day of January, 1895, an annual special 
rate, over and above all other rates, of } 85-100 cents 
per fost frontage on all of the land comprised in 
Petition No. 1, and of 7 4-100 cents per foot frontage 
on all the land comprised in Petition No. 2. 

4. The credit of the Municipality is hereSy pledg- 
ed for the payment of the said sum of $403.65 and 
interest as aforesaid.

THE PREMIER'S VISIT. 

The prospect of an early visit from 

the premier and minister of interior is 

something that claims the attention of 


the people of Edmonton. We have 
from time to time sent delegations to 


Ottawa to interview the government 
on matters connected with our welfare. 
Now the government—or the principal 
person in the government—is coming 
to interview us, on these subjects. At 
least we may take for granted that that 
is the object of the visit. True, it 
is not so stated in the papers, They 
announce that Mr. Daly’s object in 
coming here is merely to visit the 
Indians on the reserves around Edmon- 
ton and between Edmonton and Battle- 
ford. This of course is a mistake. It 
is not to be supposed for an instant 
that the premier and the minister of 
interior would neglect such an oppor- 
tunity of informing themselves as to 
the condition of the eitizens in this 
part of Canada, which for the past 
three years has been the most progres- 
sive part of the whole country. We 
pride ourselves that our well being is 
as important to the country as that of 
our neighbors, the Indians, and expect 
that it will receive quite as much con- 
sideration from the distinguished 
visitors. 

We have not had the honor of a visit 
from the premier before, either in his 
present or any other capacity, but we 
have already had the privilege of enter- 
taining—and being entertained by— 
the minister of interior. During his 
prospective visit would seem to be a 
good time to clear up a little misunder- 
standing that appears to have arisen 
out of a matter that was very promin- 
ently brought to his notice during his 
former visit—that is the bridge, that 
was to be but isn’t. It will be 
fresh in a good many people’s minds 
that when Mr. Daly was here before he 
gave positive assurances of the good 
will of the government towards the 
bridge project, and went so far as to 
say that the next time he visited Ed- 
monton he would cross on the bridge. 
He will visit Edmonton shortly and 
the bridge is not yet built, or started. 
It would be unfair to accuse the gov. 
mont of which Mr. Daly is a member 
and of which Sir Mackenzie Bowell is 
premier of bad faith because he promis- 
ed a bridge which the government has 
not built Many things might have 
occurred to render the fulfilment of the 
promise impossible or inexpedient. The 
trouple is that so far as the public are 
aware nothing of such a nature did 
occur ; and what is worse the course of 
events could not indicate to an im- 
partial observer that the government 
honestly desired to fulfil the promise 
made. Here is a great river which cuts 
in two at this point the commerce ofa 
great country. Here is a vast agri 
cultural area partly settled and await- 
ing, settlement the very garden of the 
Northwest, cut off from the railway by 
the river, and settlement debarred to 
that extent. What is the duty ofa 
government charged with the develop- 
ment of the country—claiming no end 
of credit for its policy of development— 
in such a case. Clearly to bridge the 
river, to remove the barrier to commerce 
and settlement. And What did the 
government do, after all surveys had 
been made and all information secured ! 
Voted less than half the cost of the 
bridge and demanded that the town of 
Edmonton pay one fourth of the esti- 
mated cost in cash before the contract 
would -be let, while the balance of the 
money was still unvoted? Possibly 
the minister of interior can explain the 
reasonableness of this apparently ex- 
traordinary demand. He certainly 
should be given the opportunity. It 
has been alleged that an offer of this 
nature was made by the town of Ed- 
monton. Even if it were, that would 
not justify the taking from Edmonton

in the West. But no such offer was 
made by the town of Edmonton. Some 
years ago a public meeting held in Ed- 
monton passed a resolution favoring 
aid by the town if the bridge was built 
within a certain time. But the bridge 
was not built within the time, therefore 
that offer—if it could be considered an 
offer—has lapsed by process of time. 
This town has spent a good deal of 
money in trying toget its case before 
the Ottawa government. When the 
premier is here is the chance of 
a thousand for the case to be 
made plain. It is to be hoped that the 
town council will take the matter in 
hand and see that before the premier 
and minister of interior leave they have 
as clear an idea of what the whites of 
this country require as they expect to

Winnipeg Tribune August 10: There was 
never a more hopeful aspect around the 
Grain Exchange than at the present time. 
Yesterday's cold spell frightened some peo- 
ple, and a report to the effect that the glass 
at Brandon had registered five degrees 
of frost, whether true or false, caused a little 
consternation for a time,until a favorable re- 
port from the Washington weather bureau, 
indicating warmer weather for to-morrow 
was received. From the advices of country 
agents harvesting of wheat will be general 
throughout the province next week, but 
there is an opinion prevalent that no matter 
how favorable the weather may be, it will be 
impossible to get in all the crop without in- 
jury. The yield is so enormous that the 
work of havesting acre per acre is so greatly 
increased that all calculations will be upset 
However even if frost came to-night, the 
farmers would receive double the returns 
they got last year from their land and with 
a continuation of fine weather they should 
have four times as much money out of their 
crops as they got last year. It is generally 
believed that the prospects for safely garn- 
ering 80 per cent of the wheat crop are good 
at present. A report received by a promin- 
ent grain man says that the hail storm at 
Melita was merely of local character, but a 
more serious one is reported from Indian 
Head, where 1,500 acres of grain have been 
ruined. On the whole, however the hail 


and the season in this regard promises to 
favorable. 

Tribune, Winnipeg: No less than four 
private cars are at present engaged in con- 
veying Dominion cabinet ministers of the 
crown over the railways of the country. It 
may be that the ministers, who are using 
those cars, are paying for them, but it is 
very doubtful if this is the case.

Macleod, the government has written 
itself down as not having the courage of its 
convictions; it has done dishonor to the 
fair name and fame of Canada and it has 
failed to do the simplest act of justice to 
the memory of the man to whom the coun- 
try owes a tremendous debt of gratitude. 
In proof of the first assertion, it is only 
necessary to state that the government in 
answering the prayer of the petitioners, 
acknowledged the eminent public services 
of the late Col. Macleod, but regretted, etc., 
etc. In other words, they acknowledged 
the debt, but refused to pay it, Ist, be- 
cause it might create a precedent, and they 
might have to pay other debts, 2nd, because 
they were afraid of opposition from the 
grits.

And wheress it is expedient to borrow the said 
sym of 33630.00 for the purpose of paying the said 
indebtedness, and for that purpose to issue the 
debentures of the municipality whereof the priuci- 
prishall be payable within twenty years from the 
date whereon this By-law shall take effect, and the 
interest whereof shall be payable nalf-yeerly at the 
rate of six per cent. per annum. 


And whereas it is expedient to provide for the re- 
payment of the said principal sum by the creation 
of av equal yearly sinking fund. 

And whereas the total amount to be raised 
annually by special rate for payment of the said 
debt by means of a sinking fund as aforesaid, and 
the amount of interest thereon, is 3330.00. 


And whereas the amount of the whole of the 
rateable property according to the last revised 
assessment roll is $957,863.00. . 


And whereas the amouut cf the existing debt of 
the municipality outside of the debt due for the 
current expenses of the year, is 324,362.23, incurred 
in respect of local improvements, and $24 700 00 in- 
curred in respect of permanent improyements, 
whereof no part is in arrear. 


And whereas the special rate on the dollar on the 
rateable property in the municipality according to 
the last revised assessment roll required as being 
sufficient to pay the said interest and create the 
said equal yearly sinking fund for the payment of 
the principal is thirty-five one-hundredths of a mill. 


Therefore the Mayor and Council of the Munici- 
pality of the Town of Edmonton in council assem- 
bled, enacts as foll0ws : , 

1. This By-law to take effect on the 2nd day of 
September, 1895.

3. For the purpose of paying the amount which 
shall be required to be raised annually for paying 
the said interest, and creating an equal yearly sink- 
ing fund to be set apart for the payment of the said 
principal sum of $3630.00, a special rate of thirty- 
five one-hundredths of a millia the dollar over and 
above all other ratcs and taxes shal! be levied, (in 
the same manner and at the same time as the gen- 
eral municipal taxes) upon the whole rateable 
property of the municipality in each year for the 
period of twenty years, being the period during 
which the said debentures will run and vithin which 
the debt created thereby is to be discharged

THE ATHABASCA. 


Tne Athabasca is furnishing a Black Hills 
excitement on a small scale in this district, 
and not on such a very small scale either. 
For the past month at least teams have been 
striking out every day or two for Lac la 
Nonne, and now that there is a road all the 
way tothe Athabasca and the time has 
come for the river to fall so that mining is 
practicable with profit, the rush is increas- 
ing. And strange to say!very few are return- 
ing. In this case as in many others no news 
is good news, for where men are rushing to 
any certain place under stress of excitement 
there are meny ready to turn hack on slight 
excuse. Where none come back except to 
fit out for another trip, the prospects must 
certainly be satisfactory. It is only one of 
the continually strange features of gold 
mining that this strike has been made with- 
in such easy reach of the Saskatchewan after 
mining had been carried on here for the 

t 30 years, and on a stream which both 

low and above the location of the strike, 
at the Jasper house trail and‘at the Landing, 
has been crossed scores of times and pros- 
pected by practical miners. The majority 
of the miners coming to the Saskatchewan 
from, British Columbia in the early days came 
by the Jasper house, and crossing the Atha- 
basea on the way would naturally prospect 
for gold. The Landing below the gold finds 
has been an important trading point for 
many years, and gold could scarcely exist in 
that vicinity in paying quantities without 
having been discovered. No doubt the fact 
that the river was barren of gold both above 
and below was what caused it to be neglect- 
el in the middle distance where the gold 
really was. The old H. B. trading post of 
Fort Assiniboine, which stood right in the 
heart of the gold find, has been abandoned 
for many years and the trail leading to it as 
well, so that there was nothing to draw at- 
tention to that part of the river, and it was 
only by chance, it may be said, that the 
secret was discovered last fall by KR. Brew- 
ster who had gone out to trade and trap. 
The successful work this spring of Brewster, 
Sandison and Alexander established beyond 
question the existence of profitable washings, 
but the extent of those washings is yet a 
matter of surmise. Once the river falls, 
with the number of men now waiting to get 
to work, it will be settled very definitely be- 
fore winter. For the present the Saskatche- 
wan seems likely to getarest fora while, 
except for the mining machines. 

The Athabasca is the main stream of the 
great Mackenzie. It rises in the heart of 
the Rockies, and after flowing north be- 
tween two of the ranges for about 100 miles 
breaks out to the eastward through the 
Jasper pass about 200 miles west and a 
little south of Edmonton. From there it 
flows in a general north-easterly course for 
about 200 miles to a point nearly due north 
of Edmonton where it receives from the 
northwest the Lesser Slave river. After 
leaving the mountains it receives from the 
north the Baptiste river and from the south 
the McLeod and Pembina, before it is join- 
ed by the Lesser Slave river. From that 
point it flows south eastward about 80 miles 
to the Landing and then bends almost due 
north, which is its general course for the 
rest of its length. From the mountains to 
the} Landin it keeps something 
the same direction as the Saskat- 
chewan, from which it is about 100 miles 
distant in that part of its course. Gold has 
long been known to exist in the McLeod, 
tributary of the Athabasca, which is crossed 
by the Jasper trail, but the finds were not 
valuable euough to excite any great atten- 
tion. It is ible, however, that the Mc- 
Leod is the Seeter which carries the gold to 
the Athabasca. And again some other 
source of the gold may be found. Last sum- 


mer stories were circulated by an exploring 
party that went to the mountains of coarse 


gela faving Bech found i the Meiesd of 
some similar stream. The gold of the Atha- 
basca differs slightly from that in the Sas- 
katchewan, being a little finer and therefore 
worth a fraction per ounce more. It is also 
somewhat keavier and therefore a little 
easier to save when being washed from the 
sand.
